The wrier of two artiotes under this tile, heving 
eRpreesed a wish at the outset of bis remarks, thet 
he might be permitted “to present them in ee 
unbroken erries,’’ hae been patiently lsiened to, 
uml “be hes te the matter to the impartial 
judgment of hie reader.” The following sugges- 
thane are only given as notes fer a repiz, if indivi 
duete whnce feelings are stive te the metyert chinsid 
think proper w persue them: they are offered 
by an eppenent, who cernestly hopes that the (ruth 
clene may be etalted. 

To the general prineipi-s apon which hie cesay 
hes been commenced, we heve but partial oljre- 
tens. Thet the Gorerwment of the country con- 
net compel me to hold this or that opinion, ic not 
only manifest from the nature of man, but aleo 
from the ame principles as these upon which all 
eocial and religiows ubligatinns are founded —the 
terms of the compect, the constitution and su- 
preme law of the lend. For the eke of perepi- 
eulty he should have gone further, and added, 
that ne religious sesociatian coukl do Kk any more 
thea the goverument; fer the plain resson, that 
the thong le tenpossible. —i will tuhke it for granted 
thet he meant to convey this sentiment, beenuer 
tee general temor of lus capay places st beyend oun 
trediction. ‘ 

When « men undertakes to examine the foun- 
@ations of heman Sosiety, he should be careful 
that his views are consinent. Passing over, for the 
preeeni, the mesending paragraph, we came to 
awe « tutle repugnant to the former; “ the strict 
ohservance of practices, and of un order which 
ethers may deem unimportant ie of the highest 
vbtigation upon the members af « religious or any 
mhor Soviety.” True—bat they must be those 
apoe ehich the Society, se eneh, has thought pro- 
per 6 legisiate. The observance of practices, au! 
the adimledun of principles upon which no rule 
of the Sapiety has teow made, ean never be in- 
e-ted apon by any Sueirty, without establich ing 
a religions hierarchy ; & despotiem equal in all ts 
olienas features, and hideous detormiy, to the or 
grnieed tribonele of the established Cherches in 
wher late We bel! « therefore a ssered prin- 
ciple, requiring adiulseion in the commencement of 
this eoatroverss, thot a diflerence in praetioe, 
wr @ differance ia principle, where ao legislation 
has beea had, nor any rule of faith’ preserbed, 
is not a ground of censure, be not incompatible 
with itsGovernment, and “that the charge of intol- 
eranne” will mon distinetly apply to any Society. 
tet makes it cenwrable, even ‘ when its doctrines 
aml dinsiptine are publicly avowed and explained,” 
by men or by meetings, who have no authority 
to make doctrines or distiplive by the charter ol 
Kee existence.—All attempts of the kind are usur- 
pations; am! all censure, for euch want of can 
formity, although it “may extend to nathing more 
than that the offenders are act members,” ts op- 
preriive im the extreme 

Whiletapon this subject, we will only remark, 
that thie enteut of censure ia spoken of as a miki 
and gentle qinkhment. We should like wo know 
what the Society in ths tand conkd do more! 
They have no control ma cruotry of lawe anid 
bherty over the lives or the property of individu. 
wie; aml ao doubt it may be thought all gentionces 
ent mildness by those who baflic, it, and wish for 
further power; but the vietime of this oppression, 
aed they ere vot afew, when thes fod it acoom 
panied by an exeluion From the common rights of 
terial, and of werthiy in the same bukling ; «hes 
they firal it accompanied by a deprivation of the 
rights of yroperty, purchased and ereeted by 
their aocestons, even mimitting the right of the 
Nuclety to wfltet it, they feel that it amounts to 
the satue thing asa forfeiture of lands and elattles 
vo artiwory Seciety ; that it amounteto the same 
thing es a punishment for criminal offences, and is 
ercarlingly @tirmatized with similar oppreboum 
ew fer oe it extewde Such « person ie deprived of 
hie existence aa 4 mamber, aml although not nae- 
turally so, is what Lawyers would call legally dead 

Jat there is another poiat of view im whieh thu 
paregraph of the coaay wil pot bear examination 
The Seciety, he assumes, have no right, even in 
ther collective capacity a6 « Mcetiag, to impair 
or aleenate the iuherttanse of faith aml ieerts which 
they have reevived.”” Now the apposite of thie is 
clearly the Get, Wf seulad rules and settled 
principles both of faith and of practice, are 
edepted in any Society, and are prectioed upon 
for ages, thas Becicty, whether civil or religwus, has 
an undoubted right to amend, akher, or snaul 
them to commence an catire new eet of rules 
aud peipeipies both of faith aad practice. The 
broad greand se admitted by the author of the 
eomy, but with a most remarkable qualification, 
which may perhaps, be elmitied hy me in this 
controversy, aad as having reteuon to the conduct 
of the poerties in this caer, but a8 @ general prin 
epte o wtierty repagnant to the truth, viz. “* that 
they mms be in the contemplation, of acoording to 
the epirtt of the original institution.”

We coneder ihe 
hamen inteticet ae im 0 state of progressive im- 
provement, end to cay that any declared set of 
rules of @rinciples shuwld remam unahtcrable, be- 
enuse Use streretion it repugnant to the epirtt of cxtat 
ing institesions, is Limiting the wntclleetual powers of 
men, and even the power of the Almighty upon 
them, and le insisting upon feticring the con 
eorcnee. Suppose tt posible for Frivads to discover 
by devine revedetion, inet some princeple or prec 
use now reeugniagd by the Society, was s corruption 
of chrimtashy, end w unne wm this view will be 
tel) ws they are mot to relmquish  / that they are not 
#0 approach nearer to Gal wuhout breaking up 
the Sesiety, when they off unde in the feuh thet 
hes greee ts thus oflered’ kt ip act wo be infer 
ved teat we ere sehing tor alterations either 
in destrine or Gisiptine; we ere only reeson- 
tag upon the abstract right.

Friends of the present day, have 
ae clear a view of these rights as say of the lilus- 
trives dead, whe are so emphatically called upon 
to protest ageinet them, and be any Bocuwety whose 
otgeet lb the preservation of principles, this right 
mos be peeutiarly wnderstood to exist, if ther 
first prineiple ie the advancement of human hap- 
piness—beceuse lt cannot be asserted thet human 
nature ean be foreed into happiness, which « must 
be if rules are to remain unalterable and oblige- 
tery. If therefore the Bociety of Friends should, 
ahier deliterate eonsideratinn, choose to ablarnion 
their fondemeutal principte, “that the light of 
Chrlet within, ls the true light that enlighteaeth 
every man that eometh inte the © orld,” snl shontd 
choose to wtopt instead of it, “ that the seriptures 
of truth, ore the true light thet enlighteneth every 
man that cometh into the worki,” they have « 
mon perfect and undowtkted right to desc. The 
only distinetion existing between our Bosiety and 
others in these eases it, that we ean force nn inuli- 
vidual into the adaption of this principle. We can 
ouly wet in “the unity of the spirit’ which ie* the 
bond of peace ;” bat if we do net in the fellowship 
of the gospel, there ie no power on earth that can 
prevent the adaption of any rule or any opinion, 
that we may deem eapedient, not subversive of the 
laws of the lend.

ISAAC B DESHA’S PARDON. 


“ Joseph Desha, Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 


tucky, to all who shall see these presents, Greeting : 

Whereas at a court held for Fleming coun- 

ty, in the year 1824, an indictment was found 
by a Grand Jury against }-aac B. Desha for 
the murder of Francis Baker, on the second 
day of November, 1824. And whereas, the 
said Isaac B. Desha was, by a change of 
venue, removed from the jail of Fleming 
county to the jail of Harrison county, there 
to stand his trial for the said charge of Felo- 
ny, where he has been long confined in jail, 
afier repeated attempts to obtain a final trial, 
until the prospect of obtaining a jury ia en- 
trely hopeless. And it being contrary tothe 
genius of our government for any person to 
be confined for life in prison, the constitution 
guaranteeing, in prosecutions by indictment 
or information, a speedy public trial by an 
impartial jury of the vicinage. And whereas 
the whole of the evidence against the said 
Isaac B. Desha being circumstantial, and 
from much of it being irreconcilable, 1 have 
no doubt of his being innocent of the foul 
charge ; therefore is an object worthy of exe- 
cutive clemency: Now, know ye, that in 
consideration of the premises, and by virtue 
of the power vested in me by the constitution, 
I have thought proper, and do hereby grant 
to the said Isaac B. Desha a full and free par- 
don for the supposed offence, as alleged 
against him in the bill of indictment : Anddo 
by these presents, order and direct that the 
said Isaac 8. Desha be released from the con- 
finement and recognizance, and be thence 
forever discharged. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set 
my hand, and caused the seal of the 
sail Commonwealth to be hereunto 

. affixed. Given under my hand at 
Frankfort, on the 18th June, A. 
D. 1827, and in the 36th year of 
the Commonwealth

On Monday afternoon, the 50th ult. the 
Convention assembled at she Capitol, in Har- 
risburg, and made choice of the Hon. Jo- 
szru Rirnea, Speaker of the House of Ke 
presentatives of this State, as /’resident, sud 
Wittiam Hatsrzap and Repwouo Fisuan, 
F.sqs. as secretaries. 

We have not time to enter into a detail of 
the proceedings of this convention. A body 
of men distinguished by their standing in so- 
ciety, and by their extensive acquaintance 
with the capacities, industry, production and 
trade of the country, there never was, 
perhaps, a meeting of the like number of 
persons which embodied so much practical 
knowledge, and most of the real qualities of 
political economy as this, and as might be ex- 
pected in an assembly thus composed, while 
the interests of the different states were 
urged by their delegates with zeal and know- 
ledge, the true interests of the whole consti- 
tuted the great theme of consideration and 
merged all minor local considerations, and 
that even where personal interests were in- 
volved in the concessions of the delegates. 

The encouragement of the growth of wool 
and protection of the woollen manufactures 


the meeting, but those who called the assem- 
bly were not unmindful that they would 
meet delegates from states of which the sta-

When it is consilered that these demands 
are made in the voice of thirteen states, 
more than half of the whole number, and 
that Maine, Indiana and Illinois will be found 
assenting to them, we cannot doubt they will 
be effective in the halls of our national coun- 
cils, especially as during the last session 
of Congress, the woollens bill passed the 
House and was only lost in the Senate by 
the casting vote of the President, after a 
northern man had fled the question. 

We cannot close our hasty reference to 
the proceedings of the convention, without 
remarking upon the temper and disinterest- 
edness of the propositions and discussions in 
that assembly, whatever may have been the 
partialittes of the individual delegates, not a 
word was spoken respecting the presidential 
question, or any measures proposed that had 
an immediate bearing thereupon. On the 
contrary, both in convention, and at places 
of residence, the subject was carefully avoid. 
ed, and the great question of encoursging 
American manufactures, made the Alpha and 
Omega of consideration and conversation, 
From the mass of statistical information de- 
rived from documents and speeches present- 
edto the convention, we shall hereafter se- 
lect such as in our opinion will be of most
